A THIEVES’ BILL. 

We have not spoken seriously about the 
proposed bill to remove the safeguards with 
which the law now protects the award of 
legal advertising in this city, because we did 
not think it possible that any legislative body 
with any sense of responsibility could so far 
degrade itself as to pass such a bill, and 
moreover any comments of ours might be 
ascribed to interested motives. But now 
that one House of the Legislature has pros- 
tituted itself to that dirty work we propose 
to speak very plainly about it; and to show 
that the bill introduced by the Honorable 
Mr. LONGAN at the bidding of the Repub- 
lican is what we have called it, a thieves’ 
bill, willfully designed to rob and swindle a 
class of citizens who are least able to stand it. 

Under the present system the advertising 
which is required by law to be published in the 
city of St. Louis is done at the very lowest 
possible rates—less than a cent and a half 
a line. It embraces a wide range and 
variety of publications, chiefly notices to 
absent defendants, letters of administration, 
final settlements of estates and the like, the 
notices requiring from four to thirty inser- 
tions and ranging from six lines to half a 
column. The charges range from thirty cents 
to as many dollars, the average bills being 
between two and three dollars. 

The vast majority of the people who pay 
these bills are very poor; any addition to 
the costs is a loss to them much heavier 
than a payment of ten times the amount 
would be if made by a rich man. 

Now, the proposition of, the Republican 
gang and of Mr. LoNGAN and of every one 
of the legislative pirates who voted for that 
act is that every poor litigant, widow, or- 
phan or heir of a little property, who now 
pays,say $2,for an advertisement, shall here- 
after pay $10 for the same service, $2 of 
which shall pay for the cost of the service, 
and $8 as a swindle levied on the poor by act 
of the Legislature as a bribe to a pauper 
party organ to do the dirty work of the 
party whenever called on. 

This is not merely theft, but it is the 
meanest kind of theft. It is perverting the 
legisiative function inorder to steal from 
the poor to help the base needs of party. 

There may be dirtier pieces of business 
that have soiled the hands of legislators, but 
we have not heard of them.

But what is there in the LoNGAN 
bill to prevent the legal advertising from 
falling into the hands of an ‘‘odious’’ news- 
paper, provided the Circuit Judges are not 
pleased to give the work to the Knapps? 
An amendmeut expressly stipulating that 
no legal advertising shall be done in 
St. Louis in a newspaper printed in the 
afternoon, or in a newspaper known to be in 
any sense inimical to the great Democratic 
party, would shut out both the Posr-DIS- 
PATCH and the Gobe-Democrat, and prove a 
solace to the dejected KNAPPs.

AERIAL SUSPENSION 

1 are the people who will make the expo- 
sition of this trick one of the most wonderful 
ever shown. There is nothing unprofessional 
in the business. It is a mere matter of enter- 
prise, giving the public more for their money here 
than they get elsewhere.” 

The aerial suspenston act, also Known as the 
“Couch of Angels,“ can be explained in a few 
words. It is done by means of a steel skeleton, 
fastened to the body of the young lady 
who piays angel. This skeleton consists 
of a side _ piece of metal, — upon 
one side of the female's body, and extending from 
the right knee where it is fastened by a steel 
strap up under the right arm to the elbow where 
isacontrivanee that fits into the socket of the 
upright bar which supports the angel.“ Under 
the arm pitisa notched lever that supports the 
body at different angles as it is raised by means of 
a cable wire extending through the upright rod 
to a windlass under or at the side of the stage. It 
will be seen from this that the whole thing is a 
mere mechanical trick.

it: 

A plate of glass six feet wide and eight feet long 
is placed diagnally over an oven about three feet 
deep. The upper end of the glass is placed at the 
top edge of a box frame nearest the spectator and 
the lower end at the far lower edge of the frame 
so as to form theh ypotheunuse of a right-angled tri- 
angle, of which the spectator is the perpendicular 
side.
